It 
happened lo be Pilot John Peterson's 
tarn, and he wa®put aboard the Olympia 
and brought her around tho hook and 
into the lower bay.

The flagship replied 
with ll, and let go her anchors not far 
from where Cha cap challenger Sham­ 
rock la moored. The admiral wa® In his

ooedingly wary and did not permit him­ 
self to wander off into politics or to ex­ 
press those positive views he no doubt 
holds about the Philippine and Ameri­ 
can affairs. 
Alluding to his arrival two days 
ahead of the time he was expected, Ad- 
mirai Dewey said:

Captain Lumberton, Lieuten­ 
ant Brumby and I held a consultation.

The weath­ 
er looked a little squally, and it seemed 
hefter to be inside the hook than out­ 
side.
